Jan. 2.—David Jones, 
the wealthy farmcr residing in the north 
part of the county near Elwood, is still 
wakeful and sleep refuses to visit him. 
He has passed his hundredth day and 
night. Today is his one hundred and 
fourth. He says that ten days prior to 
the 27th of September he virtually got no 
sleep, his rest being troubled with de- 
lirlum and his eyes only clos.ng in sleep 
for fitful moments. So his sleeplessness 
really dates back from September 17. 
Since September 23 no sieep at all has 
visited bim. He eats well, is able to 
work, and when he lies down at night 
he rests well for an hour or two; gets 
up and reads, or employs his time other- 
wise for an hour or two, and then lies 
to rest for a short time, but no sleep 
comes.

SIOUX CITY (owa,) Jan. 2.—Officers 
from O'Neill, Neb., are here looking for 
Bartlett Scott, the embezzling County 
Treasurer, said to have been captured by 
a mob and lynched on Monday. They say 
that they have no faith in the lynching 
story. Scott was convicted and sentenced 
to five years ir prison. He was out on 
heavy bonds and their theory is that his 
abductors were bis friends. They think 
the job was put up to get bim out of the 
country and at the same time make it ap- 
pear that he was lynched, so as to relieve 
his bondsmen. 

AND NOW THEY SAY IT'S MURDER. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 2. — K special from 
O’Nelll, Neb., says that it is now believed 
that Barrett Scott has been murdered and 
his body thrown into the Niobrara River.

Scott for the last two years, a fact which 
the prisoner admits. When he 
said he was expecting it, and while de 
was not always able to prove or explain his 
whereabouts every day, he could prove 
where he was the day and at the hour 
when the attack was made on Scott.

Im some sections 
of San Bernardino county, buyers have al- 
ready doubled the which they 
were offering, advancing it from 50 cents a 
box on the tree for seedlings to $1 per box, 
at which price they do not succeed in get- 
ting a very large amount of fruit, as grow- 
ers are holding their crops for about $1.50 
for seedlings and $2.50 for navels. 

About four-fifths of the crop of San Ber- 
nardino county, where the choicest fruit 
is raised, is in the hands of the Fruit- 
growers’ Association. The total crop of 
that county is estimated at 2000 carloads. 
Persons who have just returned from a trip 
through the foothill region, around Red- 
lands and Mighlands, say that the quality 
of the oranges was never better. 

Advices from New York state that the 
arrivals of European fruits at that point 
during eleven months of 1894 were 436,170 
boxes, as compared with 706,070 boxes for 
the same period of 1893. 

One report from Florida states that the 
Satzuma variety of orange was uninjured 
by the frost. If this is true, it is likely 
to lead to a largely-increased demand for 
this variety among growers in sections 
which are liable to attacks from frost. 

It is not only oranges which will de ben- 
efited by the cold weather in Florida, but 
lemons also. For some time past Florida 
lemons have been largely supplying the 
Eastern markets. The advance is not, 
however, likely to be so marked as in the 
case of oranges, because the importations 
of Sicily lemons have of late been very 
heavy, exceeding all previous imports. 
Fancy Messinas were selling in New York 
recently at from 83.75 to $4.25 per box. 
The importations for eleven months at 
New York Europe were 1,886,045 
boxes, as compared with 1,531,775 boxes 
for the same period last year. Thus, while 
the importation of oranges shows a falling 
off of about 40 per cent., tae importations 
of lemons have increased 20 per cent. It 
is not likely, however, that this condition 
of affairs will continue very long. as the

IHE PROGRESS OF ARIZONA. 


The Arizona Citizen, of Tucson, has 
published an exceptionally fine New 
Year's number of twenty pages, with 
an illuminated cover, descriptive of 
the resources and attractions of Pima 
county. The Citizen is, with one ex- 
ception, the oldest paper in the Terri- 
tory, having been established in 1870. 
since which time it has never missed 
an issue, but has persistently advo 
cated the best interests of the Terrf- 
tory. 

There is every prospect that the 
coming year will be the most pros 
perous that Arizona has ever seen. It 
is true that the low price of silver has 
played havoc with the silver mining 
industry, but Arizona does not de 
pend entirely upon silver mining. Sev- 
eral exceedingly rich gold mines have 
been developed during the past few 
years and the copper mines of Ari- 


—gona dre celebrated all over the world 


for the exceptional richness of the ore 
which is found in them. It needs no 
expert to see that where mines can 
afford to have fuel hauled sixty miles 
from a railroad by wagon the ore must 
be something out of the ordinary. 

It is not, however, upon mining 
chiefly that Arizona wiil depend in 
years to come. The development of 
the agricultural resources of the Terri- 
tory, which has practically only just 
commenced, will receive a great im- 
petus during the present year, a num- 
ber of new irrigation projects being 
under way which will transform many 
thousands of acres of arid land into 
productive fields, vineyards and or- 
chards. As in the case of California, 
it has been found that water exists 
in large quantities where its existence 


was never suspected. The luxuriance | 


with which vegetation of every de- 
scription, including fruit trees, grows 
in the valleys of the Salt and Gila riv- 
ers is something marvelous. 

In respect to horticulture Arizona 
is about where California was twenty- 
tive years ago and it will not be sur- 
prising to find that the Territory 
makes as rapid an advance in this di- 
rection during the coming twenty-five 
years as California has done in the 
past. With the additional advantage 
of statehood. which must soon come, 
Arizona should begin its era of real 
growth during the next few years, 
and will do so if its citizens display 
wisdom and public spirit in working 
together for the common good, and 
place only good men in offices of trust. 

The Times is pleased to note these 
evidences of prosperity and progress 
in our neighboring territory. We are 
not of those who fear that because 
Arizona can raise many of the same 
products that are raised in Southern 
California we have reason to be jeal- 
ous of her. Los Angeles is the com- 
mercial center not alone of Southern 
California, but of the entire soutl- 
western corner of the United States, 
including Arizona, which we regard 
as a part of our back country, just as 
much as San Diego and San Bernardino 
counties. (SceY) During the coming 
year we hope to see the commercial 
and social relations which bind Ari- 
youa aud Los Angeles together drawn 
still closer.

THE GOLD RESERVE.

| The rapid decrease of the treasurx's 
gold reserve is probably not due so 
much to the growing lack of con- 
fidence in the administration as to a 
concerted movement on the part of 
Wall street to reduce the gold in the 
treasury below the safety line, and 
thus to force another issue of long- 
time 5-per-cent. bonds. Both of these 
causes, however, are unquestionably 
at work, and both tend steadily to 
ward the same result—a weakening 
of the government's ability to main- 
tain the integrity of its demand cur- 
rency. 

If the drain of gold continues for 
any great length of time; it will 
amount in effect to a “run” upon the 
.treasury, for confidence will steadily 
decline, and gold will go to a pre- 
mium. The government can send out 


| its redeemed notes again and again, 


but if they are discredited they will 
be returned in increasing quantitics, 
again and again for redemption, un- 
til redemption will become a physical 
impossibility for lack of gold. 

The tide might perhaps be turned 
if Congress would authorize the sue 
of low-interest bonds of small d notn- 
inations, which would be available to 
small investors, and would no doubt 
be in great demand. But Congress, 
thus far, has steadily refused to take 
this course, and there is not much 
likelihood that it will pass a law of 
this kind at the present session. 
Meanwhile, the drain of gold from the 
treasury continues. Wall street is pre- 
paring to take another 87,000,000 of 
bonds, and President Cleveland has an- 
nounced that the third issne will be 
forthcomiag so soon as the condition 
of the gold reserve demands it. 

One aspect of the situation affords 
hope of better things. The Demo- 
cratic Congress, with its unconscion- 
able blundering and incapacity, will 
Son pass out of existence, to be sur- 
ceeded by a Republican Congress. If 
Cleveland will forego his pig-head d 
obstinacy long enough to permit the 
Republican Congress to restore con- 
fidence, by wise financial legi-lation, 
all will be well. But the present pace. 
if continued, would be very likely to 
precipitate a great financial panic be- 
fore the close of Mr. Cleveland's ad- 
ministration.

THE NEW YORK CENTRAL'S UNPOPU-

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—The New York 
Central Railroad Company has put in force 
a restriction which the patrons say will 
greatly inconvenience them. Local sein- 
gle-trip tickets are good now only on the 
day on which they are issued and up to 
midnight on the following day, and round- 
trip tickets must used within the 
time specified on them, or thirty days 
from the date of issue.

In an hour 
or so, Mrs. Fellows and Miss Burgit, the 
only remaining occupants of the piace, 
spied the boat drifting along, and rush- 
ing down to-the shore, discovered the lone 
prisoner on the rock, and immediately set 
about a second skiff which was 
landed far up on the beach. It was an 
hour or more before they got started for 
the rescue, but, womanlike, they kept too 
close to the rocky shore, where a big wave 
striking them, their boat was tossed onto 
the rocks, and instantly filled with water. 
In another hour they had it bailed out, and 
set out a second time. After much tossing 
about by the angry waves, they succeeded 
in reaching Mr. Fellows. He was without 
coat and hat, and the three hours con- 
finement on the rock, with the spray wet- 
ting him afresh every moment, had so 
benumbed him that he had about made up 
his mind he must weather the e once 
more and try to swim to shore. e, fortu- 
nately, escaped with nothing worse than 
several bruises.

The Fire Commission. 
BETTER HYDRANTS RECOMMENDED 
—OTHER BUSINESS. 

A dull session was the last regular 
meeting of the Fire Commission yester- 
Gay. There was a full attendance but 
there were only a few matters of routine 
business to be disposed of. 

The demands and requisitions were ap- 
proved as presented. 

The (hief reported having granted the 
petitions of Ament. Crawford 4 Co. to 
erect a steam boiler on Grand avenue be- 
tween Eighth and Ninth streets for a 
merry-go-round, and of, P. Hi. Durkee @ 
Co. for a steam boiler at No. 711. South 
Main street; also recommending the grant- 
ing of the petition of B. L. Ensign to sink 
an oj] well at No. 1525 Rockwood street, 
as there was no protest against it. 
Adopted. 

Contract and bond with Alex Gellard 
for the repairing of the East Los Angeles 
engine-house for $490.40, as referred from 
the Council were referred back to that 
Body with the calling of attention to the 
fact that the contract makes no provision 
for the placing of the plumbing in proper 
condition. 

The petition of R. J. Floyd, asking per- 
mission to place an oi! tank of fifteen 
barrels capacity in front of his property, 
at No. 300 East Second street, was filed. 
it being explained that the granting of the 
DetRion would be in violation of the or- 
dinance. 

On motion of Commissioner Wirsching 
the City Water Company was requested to 
place what are known as tuin fire hy- 
Arants on the large-sized mains being put 
down by the company. With these hy- 
drants two lines of hose, instead of one, 
may be attached to each. 

A petition of Armstrong & McGrew for 
permission to place a carriage factory at 
Eighth and Main streets was referred to 
the Chief. 

George W. Alleu's petition for permis- 
sion to sink an oil well on his property 
on Rockwood street was referred to the 
Chief.

South Side Irrigation. 
PROBABLE SETTLEMNT OF LONG-DE- 
LAYED PROBLEM. 


It looks as if the long-delayed problem 
of how to settle with the South Side Ir- 
rigation Company in the matter of the de- 
livering of city sewage to that company 
at the intersection of San Pedro street 
and the southerly city boundary would 
seon be settled in much the same manner 
that was indicated some months ago in 
The Times. 

It will be remembered that the city has 
‘for several years been selling sewage to 
the above mentioned company under a 
contract which bas several years yet to 
rum. By the construction of the Maple- 
avenue sewer system the San Pedro-street 
sewer at Washington street will be a 
number of feet lower than at present. As 
a result of this difference in elevation it 
is necessary to construct a new conduit 
at a lower level from Washington street 
to the city limits. This difficulty was 
finally obviated by an arrangement be- 
tween the city and the company whereby 
the company was to advance the money 
for the building of the new conduit. 
The city is, however, to reimburse the 
company for such expenditure, taking a 
term of years to do so, and paying for 
it in sewage. The new conduit is to have 
lateral connections, and property-owners 
who connect with it are to pay the city 
for the same. 

This gives the property-owners a sewer 
which they need not pay for till they 
‘ have occasion to use it, and at the same 
time provides a way to carry the sewage 
at an available leve] from Washington 
street southerly. The people along the 
street have for a long time been wanting 
the zanja running there to be piped and 
the sewer, which is to be abandoned for 
sewer purposes, it is believed, will make 
a good conduit for it. 

This arrangement was practically agreed 
upon about three months ago, but on 
account of some minor difficulties the deal 
has not been consummated. At the last 
meeting of the City Council the City En- 
gineer presented specifications for the pro- 
posed conduit over a route slightly 
amended from the one originally in- 
tended. The matter was referred to the 
Sewer Committee, in the hands of which 
body it now is, 


Street Car Safety Appliances. 

At a recent meeting of the City Council 
the City Engineer was, on motion, in- 
structed to investigate and report as to 
whether the appliances in use on the 
street-cars in operation in this city are 
such as are suitable for safety from acci- 
dents, as for instance where the brake 
may be broken while going down a steep 
grade. City Enginer Dockweiler said yes- 
terday that the matter would be attended 


to and a report probably presented on it 
as soon as well could be. 


December Health. 
The report of the Health Officer for the

AT THE COURTHOUSE. 


The Courts. 
VERDICT IN THE LEE DAMAGE SUIT 
RENDERED. 

At 10 o'clock yesterday morning Judge 
Clark opened the sealed verdict, returned 
at 1:45 o'clock New Year's morning by the 
jury in the damage sul of Charles A. Lee 
va. the Southern Pacific Company, when it 
was found to be in favor of the plaintiff, 
whose damages were assessed at 8.000. 


lp addition to the general verdict, the : 


| 


jury also found for the plaintiff on the 
following special findings submitted ig the 
form of interrogatories: 

No. 1—In what year was the side track 
at Honby. upon which the accident com- 
plained of was alleged to have occurred, 
constructed”? Answer—1886 or 1887. 

No. 2—Was gald sidetrack constructed 
by the Southern Pacific Compeny? A.— 
Yes. 

No. 3—Was the defendant, the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company, at all times 
during the year 1888, a corporation duly 
organized and existing under the laws of 
the United States and the State of Cali- 
fornia, and at all times during said year 
the owner of the railroad upon which the 
accident complained of in this action is 
alleged to have occurred? A.—Yes. 

No. Was the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, a corporation organized under the 
laws of the State of Kentucky, at all times 
during the year of 1888, and at all times 
during said year, and while plaintiff was 
acting as brakeman, and at the time the 
accident complained of is alleged to have 
occurred, operating said railroad under a 
lease from the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, a copy of which lease is in evi- 
dence in this case? A.—Yes. 

Immediately after the verdict had been 
recorded, counsel for the defendant moved 
the court to set it aside, on the grounds 
that the evidence was insufficient to justify 
jt, and that the damages were excessive. 

Plaintiff's counsel also moved the court 
for finel judgment, in accordance with the 
verdict. 

Roth motions were argued and submitted, 
and the court thereupon continued the 
case for further argument, to be taken up 
on motion. 

PRICE OF HUSBANDS’ AFFECTIONS. 

Judge Shaw rendered his decision yes- 
terday, overruling the demurrer to the 
complaint in the sensational Harvey dam- 
age sult, for the reasons given in a 
lengthy written opinion filed therein. 

This action, it will be remembered, w 
brought, on October 30 last, by Mrs. Mary 
A. Harvey against her husband's adopted 
parents, to recover $10,000 damages, al- 
leged to have been suffered by reason of 
their unlawful acts in inducing the young 
man to abandon bis wife, in order that de 
might marry their own daughter. 

The defendants interposed a demurrer 
to the complaint, and sought to quash it 
on the technical ground that a wife can- 
not maintain such an action. 

Judge Shaw, however, in overruling the 
demurrer, concurs with the opinion on the 
subject rendered by Judge Van Dyke in 
the Crandall case, on October 4 lest, and 
adds: 

“One point now urged by the defendants 
here, which was not presented in that 
case, is that it insisted that sec. 49 of 
the Civil Code, properly construed, has 
the effect to deprive the wife of the right 
to maintain such an action. The portion 
of the section in question is as follows: 

‘Sec 49—The rights of personal rela- 
tion forbid: 

“*First—The abduction of a husband 
from his wife or a parent from his child. 

** *Second—The abduction or enticement 
of a wife from ber husband. or a child 
from a parent or from a guardian entitled 
to its custody, or of a servant from his 
master.’ 

“The first 12 forbids the ‘abduction’ 
of a husband from his wife, but he sec- 
ond clause forbids both the abduction and 
enticement of a wife from her husband. 
It is argued that, as this does not forbid 
the enticement of a husband from his 
wife, but only the abduction, it must be 
inferred that the enticement of a husband 
from a wife is not forbidden at all, or at 
least that it is not such a wrong as gives 
a right of action. 

“This would be a fair deduction if it 
were once admitted that the Civil Code 
contains all the law in force in this State 
on the subject of husband and wife. It is 
said that this admission must be made in 
view of the provisions of ‘sec. 4 of the 
Civil Code to the effect: “The Code estab- 
lishes the law of this State respecting the 
subjects to which it relates, and its provi- 
sions and all proceedings under it are to 
be liberally construed, with a view to ef- 
fect its objects and to promote justice. 

Judge Shaw, after citing several Su- 
preme Court decisions applicable to the 
case, tersely concludes as follows: 

‘It certainly cannot be contended that a 
construction which would take from the 
wife a right of action for such a wrong 
would be one made with a view to promote 
justice. The point made is not deemed to 
be well taken, and the demurrer will be 
overruled. 

GIVEN A LIGHT SENTENCE. 

In Department One yesterday morning 
William E. Scott, the youth recently con- 
victed by a jury of the crime of grand 
larceny, for having stolen a gold watch 
and chain from the person of Mrs. Lillian 
M. Johnson, as she lay dying upon a table 
in the rear of Littleboy’s drug store on 
September 2 last, appeared before Judge 
Smith to receive sentence. 

When called upon to state what cause, 
if any, existed, why sentence should not 
be passed upon him, Scott begged for 
mercy, claiming that he was in an ad- 
vanced stage of consumption and that a 
long term in the penitentiary would kill 
him. 

His ghastly appearance bearing out his 
statement, the court took cognizance of 
the physical condition of the defendant and 
sentenced Scott to be imprisoned in the 
State Prison at San Quentin for the term 
of five years only. 

A COLORED DIVORCE SUIT. 

John F. Baber, a negro, appeared in 
Department Four yesterday afternoon with 
his counsel, J. F. Wheat, Esq., a young 
colored attorney, and one or two dusky 
friends as witnesses, and applied to Judge 
Van Dyke for a divorce. 

He alleged that his wife, Melinda, to 
whom, he was married down in Georgia 
some years ago, had wilfully deserted him, 
but, after hearing the plaintiff's testimony, 
and that of his witnesses, the court was 
not exactly satisfied, and continued the 
case for further hearing, until Saturday 


next. 
ADJUDGED INSANE. 

Miss Mary J. Cook, a native of this 
State, 29 years of age, was. duly adjudged 
insane and committed to the State Asylum 
at Highlands by Judge Smith yesterday 
morning, in accordance with the recom- 
mendation of Drs. Brainerd and Mathis, 
the examining commissioners. 

The case is a peculiarly sad one, for the 


patient, a strikingly beautiful young 
woman, the daughter of a well-known 
contractor, is, at times, in full possession 


of her faculties. During the proceedings 
at her examination yesterday, for in- 
stance, her replies to all the questions 
put to her were lucid and intelligent, and 
her general demeanor rational, quiet and 
ladylike. Yet at other times, according 
to the testimony of her own relatives, she 
laughs immoderately without any cause, 
and then suddenly becomes terribly de- 
pressed. She aleo has haliucinations of 
sight and hearing, and imagines that 
some one will do her harm. On such oc- 
casions she becomes violent and threatens 
to kill both herself and others, and it 
is to prevent her from carrying these 
threats into execution that her relatives 
went to the extreme of having her com- 
mitted to an asylum 
SUPREME COURT OPINION. 


The Supreme Court has reversed the 
judgment of the Superior Court of San 
Diego county in the case of M. Hall (ap- 
pellant) vs. A. R. Cole et ux frespondents) 
and remanded the case for a new trial. 

The action is brought to recover pos- 
session of a house and barn, alleged to 
have been unlawfully removed from plain- 
tiff's land, by defendants. or, if recovery 
cannot be had, then for the value thereof. 
Upon the trial of the case judgment went 
for the defendants, from which and an 
order denying his motion for a mew triaj, 
plaintiff appealed. 

MRS. SANSOME’S INJURIES. 

In Department Five, yesterday, Judge 
Lucien Shaw and a jury were occupied all 
day with the trial of the damage suit in- 
stituted by Mrs. Rachael Coralinn San- 
tome and her husband against the Los 
Angeles Consolidated Electfic Railway 


Company. 
The piainfiffs allege that on June 17 
last Mrs. Sansome, while riding on one 


of defendant's cable cars from the Boyle

way Company's depot was seriously in- 
jured on account of the negligence of the 
defendant's employees. At the First street 
péwer-house some defect in the mechan- 
ism of the grip caused the car upon 
which She was riding to stop very sud- 
denly. The result was that she was 
jerked violently from her seat, and re- 
ceived injuries to her spine and nervous 
system from which she has never fully 
recovered. One of her legs has shrunk to 
such an extent that it is shorter than the 
other and useless. Furthermore, she 
suffers from insomnia, and has lost her 
appetite, and, in short, she is a physical 
wreck. As she was in receipt of the snug 
little income of $200 per month, from pu- 
Fils to whom she taught the art of cutting 
dresses, but is now totally incapacitated 
for such work, she demands festitution in 
the shape of damages to the extent of 
$30 000, 


The defense contends that not only were 
Mrs. Sansome's injuries due to contribu- 
tory negligence on her part, but that her 
present physical condition is not due to 
the accident at all but is the result of 
the ravages of consumption ef long stand- 


ing. 
Consequently, Mrs. Sansome and der 
husband, in addition to proving that the 


injuries were received on account of the 
defandant's negligence, are called upon 
to show that the lady was and is not 
consumptive. A number of megical ex- 
perts, who have examined her, were called 
upon yesterday to testify to Mrs. San- 
some's condition, and as many more are 
in attendance to give their opinions on the 
subject, the case will probably consume 
the whole of today's session. 


Court Notes. 

Judge Clark yesterday morning rendered 
his decision in the case of C. J. Shepard 
vs. W. G. Haley et al., an action to recover 
money due oh actount, which was recently 
submitted to him, ordering findings and 
judgment for the defendant. 

The case of E. W. Wright vs. A. B. Esh- 
elman et al., an action to foreclosé a 
mortgage on two lots in the Treat tract, 
came up for hearing before Judge Van 
Dyke yesterday, and resulted in judgment 
for the plaintiff in the sum of $1504.47, as 
prayed. 

The case of J. D. Reymert vs. Mrs. Ada 
B. S. Phillips, which was recently tried 
before and submitted to Judge McKinley, 
was decided by him yesterday, findings 
and judgment being ordered for the de- 
fendant therein.

railread franchise. Such a decision was 
evidently anticipated by the other mem- 
bers of the board, for Trustee Weed im- 
mediately introduced a resolution which 
created a furore in the lobby and moved its 
adoption. It was to the effect that, 
whereas, T. P. Lukens, president of the 
board, at a regular meeting had refused 
te sign a resolution adopted by a majority 
of the board, after declaring it lost; that 
aid Lukens is an unfit and improper man 
to preside over business transactions of 
the Board, and that the office of president 
be declared vacant. 

Trustee Cox made a brief address, in 
wh he said that it was the duty of the 

to advance legislation in favor of 
the Mailroad franchise, and any attempt to 
block the enterprise is against the best in- 
terests of the city.

AN UNSAFE CONCERN. 


A CORPORATION NOT BASED ON 
‘SOUND PRINCIPLES. 


The California Savings and Invest- 
ment Company Cannot do 
Business in This 
State. 


SAN DIEGO, Jan. 1.—(Special Corre- 
spondence:) A San Francisco dispatch pub- 
lished this morning says that the Califor- 
nia Savings and Investment Company has 
been notified by Building and Loan Com- 
missioners Fisher and Spalding to cease 
business, under pain of criminal prosecu- 
tion. The commissioners say the con- 
cern has not the capital it claims; 
has no by-laws, and is operated on a plan 
which is criminal in this State. The com- 
pany issues certificates for a full paid-up 
value at the end of eight years on $5000, 
and asks the holder to pay $25 a month, 
or a total of $2400 in eight years. 

This action by the State authori is 
evidently the result of the publicat in 
the San Diego correspondence of 
Times of December 17, of the absurd pre- 
tensions made by Eugene B. Stork, San 
Diego local agent of the company, which 
were published n a sheet edited by Harr 
Wagner, County School Superintendent. 
Surprise was caused by the publication of 
this seemingly fraudulent advertisement 
in the paper of the School Superintendent 
of the county, because the advertisement 
appeared to be an invitation to schoo! 
teachers and others to invest their 
monthly savings in what Stork, the agent. 
set forth as “a perfect profit machine,. 
The advertisement was evidently an at- 
tempt to gull school teachers and others. 
After the exposure of this scheme in The 
Times of December 17, Agent Stork of 
the company ‘breatened the Times’ cor- 
respondent with personal violence. and 
School Superintendent Wagner, who pub- 
lished the advertisement intimated that 
the Times correspondent would be an- 
nihilated by some biackguard or other. and 
the parties interested wagged their terrible 
jaws loudly, And the end of it is that 
The Times has the credit of exposing. a 
company whith the Stats of California 
says must “cease 
criminal presecution.”” People in this 
county will remember the action of the 
Coumty School Superintendent in publish- 
ing the advertisement of a concern which 
the State says must “cease business, under 
pain of criminal prosecution.”
